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DOD  Will  Resubmit  Request 
For  FDL  Ship  Appropriation 

Department  of  Defense  plans  to  submit  to  Congress 
next  year  another  request  for  funds  to  build  a Fast 
Deployment  Logistics  ship  (FDL)  for  the  Navy. 

Congress  turned  down  a request  in  this  year’s  budget 
to  build  the  848-foot  ship. 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  said  the 
Navy  and  Defense  Department  officials  have  picked  a 
design  proposed  by  Litton  Systems,  Inc. 

DOD  believes  the  FDL  ships  can  “most  efficiently 
and  economically  satisfy  the  continued  requirement  for 
specialized  military  sealift  for  rapid  deployment  and 
rapid  reinforcement  of  Army  forces.” 

The  design  calls  for  a 40, 000-ton  ship  capable  of 
steaming  8,000  miles  non-stop,  with  a top  speed  of  24 
knots. 

The  FDL’s  length  and  28-foot  draft  would  allow  it  to 
use  most  of  the  world’s  major  ports  and  the  Panama 
Canal. 

It  would  carry  amphibious  craft  and  large  heli- 
copters and  be  capable  of  rapidly  off-loading  10,000 
tons  of  cargo  without  using  cargo  handling  facilities 
in  port. 

If  Congress  authorizes  the  FDL,  the  Navy  says  it 
will  award  the  construction  contract  to  Litton  Systems 
if  negotiations  are  satisfactory.

President  Lauds  Military  Bond  Sales 

President  Johnson  has  lauded  military  personnel  for 
buying  $90  million  worth  of  U.S.  Savings  Bonds  in  the 
first  quarter  of  this  year  at  a recent  White  House 
ceremony. 

“Almost  80  percent  of  all  the  people  employed  by 
the  Federal  Government  bought  bonds,”  the  Chief 
Executive  said  elaborating,  “This  is  a better  record 
than  at  any  time  since  World  War  II.” 

Mr.  Johnson  made  these  and  other  remarks  to  mark 
the  success  of  this  year’s  Savings  Bond  drive  which  set 
a 21-year  record  of  bond  sales. 

In  DOD,  Defense  Supply  Agency  and  National  Secu- 
rity Agency  were  among  the  15  agencies  that  reached 
the  90  percent  participation  level. 

Among  the  uniformed  services,  Army  led  with  84.5 
percent  of  its  military  personnel  buying  bonds. 


Additional  F-111  supersonic  aircraft  are  scheduled 
for  delivery  to  Nellis  AFB,  Nev.,  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember for  use  by  the  4520th  Combat  Crew  Training 
Wing.  The  first  F-111  was  assigned  July  17. 

Less  than  10  of  the  additional  aircraft  will  come 
from  Edwards  AFB,  Calif.

In  the  first  quarter  of  FY1968,  current  F-105  combat 
crew  training  activities  conducted  by  the  4520th  will 
transfer  to  McConnell  AFB,  Kans.,  where  there  is  now 
similar  training. 

The  Department  of  Defense  said  the  changes  are 
being  taken  to  increase  F-105  training  effectiveness 
and  to  accommodate  a consolidated  F-111  testing  and 
combat  crew  training  mission  at  Nellis  AFB.

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Navy  Names  Nuclear  Carrier 
For  Fleet  Admiral  Nimitz 


The  Navy  has  announced  it  will  name  its  second 
nuclear-powered  aircraft  carrier  in  honor  of  Fleet 
Admiral  Chester  W.  Nimitz. 

The  91,000-ton  ship  will  be  the  first  aircraft  carrier 
to  bear  the  name  of  a Navy  man. 

Admiral  Nimitz,  who  died  in  February  1966,  took 
command  of  the  Pacific  Fleet  10  days  after  the  out- 
break of  World  War  II.  Under  his  strategy  and  lead- 
ership, U.S.  units  stopped  the  Japanese  advance  during 
the  critical  days  after  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  with 
decisive  battles  in  the  Coral  Sea  and  near  Midway 
Island. 

At  the  war’s  end  he  represented  the  United  States  at 
the  surrender  ceremony  aboard  the  battleship  Missouri 
in  Tokyo  Bay. 

Unlike  the  USS  Enterprise,  which  has  eight  nuclear 
reactors,  the  USS  Nimitz  will  be  powered  by  two  re- 
actors of  an  improved  design.  It  will  also  be  equipped 
with  the  Naval  Tactical  Data  system,  Automatic  Carrier 
Landing  system  and  an  Integrated  Operational  Intelli- 
gence Center. 

Lt.  Col.  A.  R.  Howarth  Named 
1966  MacKay  Trophy  Winner 

Lt.  Col.  Albert  R.  Howarth  has  been  selected  to 
receive  the  MacKay  Trophy  for  1966  for  his  “exemplary 
courage  and  airmanship  as  a pilot  of  a disabled  A-26A 
aircraft  on  a combat  mission”  in  Southeast  Asia. 

Col.  Howarth  is  commander  of  Tactical  Air  Com- 
mand’s 603rd  Air  Commando  Sq.,  England  AFB,  La. 
In  Southeast  Asia  he  was  commander  of  Det.  1 of  the 
603rd,  flying  102  missions  for  433  combat  hours  as  an 
A-26  pilot. 

The  MacKay  Trophy  is  awarded  by  the  Air  Force 
Chief  of  Staif  “for  the  most  meritorious  flight  of  the 
year.”  No  date  has  been  set  for  the  presentation  to 
Col.  Howarth. 

With  one  engine  in  flames  and  an  explosion  imminent, 
Col.  Howarth  ordered  evacuation  of  his  crew  of  two 
navigators.  The  first  navigator  ejected  successfully, 
but  the  second  navigator  became  entangled  in  the  seat 
belt  mechanism. 

The  citation,  signed  by  Air  Force  Chief  of  Staff, 
Gen.  John  P.  McConnell,  reads:  “Despite  the  critical 
situation  and  diminishing  chances  of  his  own  survival, 
Colonel  Howarth,  while  maintaining  firm  control  of 
the  aircraft,  physically  assisted  the  remaining  navi- 
gator in  getting  disentangled  and  only  after  insuring 
his  safe  egression,  did  he  parachute  to  safety.” 

The  trophy  can  be  awarded  to  an  individual  or  unit.

Army  Conducts  Systems  Improvement 
At  White  Sands  Missile  Range 

The  Army  is  transforming  a relatively  archaic  and 
make-shift  collection  of  missile  flight  data  instrumen- 
tation into  an  integrated,  modem  and  reliable  system 
at  White  Sands  Missile  Range,  N.M. 

The  program,  started  in  FY65,  will  keep  the  range 
instrumentation  systems  abreast  of  the  increased  re- 
quirements of  the  Nation’s  missile  systems.  Emphasis 
has  been  on  improved  measurement  precision,  greater 
geographic  coverage,  faster  data  reduction  and  im- 
proved reliability.  Mobility  of  instruments  has  been 
incorporated  whenever  possible. 

Because  of  this  face-lifting  the  range  has  been  able 
to  safely  support  off-range  launches  (impacting  on 
White  Sands)  from  sites  as  far  as  500  miles.  Precise 
flight  data  is  now  available  at  altitudes  and  distances 
far  greater  than  previously  possible. 

Through  this  range  improvement  program,  the  Army 
will  continue  to  provide  efficient,  reliable  and  accurate 
support  to  all  users  of  the  range.  Currently  there  are 
145  test  programs  being  supported  at  White  Sands. 
Testers  are  the  Army,  Navy,  Air  Force,  NASA,  De- 
fense Atomic  Support  Agency  and  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission. 
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MTMTS,  Airlines  Reach 
Agreement  on  Delivery 
Of  Servicemen's  Baggage 

Agreement  has  been  reached  be- 
tween the  Military  Traffic  Manage- 
ment and  Terminal  Service  (MTMTS) 
and  SI  airlines  to  speed  delivery  of 
unaccompanied  military  baggage  to 
servicemen. 

Baggage  will  be  flown  as  air  freight 
to  domestic  and  overseas  points,  re- 
ducing the  time  required  for  a ser- 
viceman’s extra  personal  baggage  to 
reach  him  at  a new  assignment. 

Airlines  will  receive  unaccompanied 
baggage  at  the  airport  nearest  the 
origin  of  shipment  and  fly  it  to  a con- 
necting international  airline  for  ship- 
ment to  the  overseas  destination. 

In  the  ILS.  it  will  be  flown  to  the 
airport  nearest  the  serviceman’s  duty 
station.

Survey  Shows  Servicemen 
Still  Lacking  Form  1580 
For  Reduced  Air  Fares 

A number  of  military  personnel 
traveling  from  three  West  Coast  Air 
Terminals  are  not  receiving  standby 
travel  status  because  they  have  not 
completed  DD  Form  1580. 

A recent  Army  survey  of  military 
traffic  at  San  Francisco  International, 
Army  Personnel  Center,  Oakland,  and 
the  Seattle-Tacoma  Airport  found 
more  than  7,000  military  members 
trying  for  space  without  the  Military 
Standby  Authorization  for  Commer- 
cial Air  Travel. 

Of  this  number  nearly  1,500  were 
Vietnam  returnees  of  all  branches  of 
the  service. 

Army  has  asked  all  its  commanders 
to  take  appropriate  action  to  insure 
all  personnel  are  properly  briefed  on 
requirements  for  DD  Form  1580  and 
are  provided  with  necessary  authenti- 
cated forms  prior  to  commencement 
of  travel. 

Army  Redstone  Missile 
Fired  in  Australia 

The  Army  Missile  Command,  Red- 
stone Arsenal,  Ala.,  has  announced 
the  firing  of  a modified  Redstone 
missile  down  the  Woomera  Test 
Range  in  Australia. 

At  the  top  of  its  trajectory,  the 
re-entry  vehicle  was  hurled  back  into 
the  earth’s  atmosphere  at  intercon- 
tinental ballistic  missile  re-entry 
velocity.  The  payload  was  observed 
by  various  range  radars  and  other 
sensors. 

It  was  the  fourth  of  several  planned 
launches  which  are  part  of  Project 
Sparta,  a cooperative  program  of  the 
U.S.,  Great  Britain  and  Australia. 

The  program  is  part  of  Project 
Defender,  a study  of  ballistic  missile 
defense  concepts  sponsored  by  the 
Advanced  Research  Projects  Agency 
of  the  Department  of  Defense.
